Phoenix,  Ariz.— (BP)— A  kindergar¬ 
ten  an  delementary  schools  will  be 
opened  by  the  North  Phoenix  Baptist^ 
Church  In  September. 

Rev.  T.  Arthur  Sproles,  pastor  ol 
the  church,  announced  that  this  will 
be  the  first  Baptist  elementary  school 
in  Arizona.  The  school  will  teach  reg¬ 
ular  offerings  of  the  public  school 
plus  courses  in  Bible. 

The  pastor  said  that  every  teacher 
in  the  school  will  have  college  degrees 
and  will  be  an  active  Baptist.  Teach¬ 
ers’  salaries  will  be  paid  by  the  charg¬ 
ing  of  tuition  fees  against  each  stu¬ 
dent.  Classes  will  be  limited  to  25  stu¬ 
dents  so  that  every  individual  can 
be  given  personal  attention. 


“The  country  church  is  a  very  im¬ 
portant  part  of  our  religious  life  and 
Spring  Creek  Church  plans  to  empha¬ 
size  the  country  church.”  says  Rev. 
Ivor  Clark,  young  Neshoba  County 
pastor,  who  has  chosen  rural  church 
work  as  his  life’s  field  of  service. 

To  practice  what  he  preaches  Mr. 
Clark  and  Sprmg  Creek  Church  are 
inaugurating  a  unique  type  of  Radio 
Program  qyer  WHOC  (1490  on  the 
dial)  Philadelphia’s  new  radio  station. 

The  program,  sponsored  and  paid 
for  by  Spring  Creek  Church,  will  stress 
the  importance  of  the  country  church 
and  each  Sunday  some  outstanding 
rural  Baptist  church  of  Neshoba 
County  will  be  featured  on  the  pro¬ 
gram. 

The  program  will  be  heard  each 
Sunday  morning  from  8:30  tw  9:00 
o’clock  and  will  be  under  the  direction 
of  Pastor  Clark.  He  states  that  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  a  short  sermon  he  will  use 
musical  talent  from  the  “various 
churches  as  they  are  featured  on  the 
program. 

An  initial  gift  of  $100  was  made  by 
Mrs.  W.  D.  Cole  of  Philadelphia. 
Spring  Creek  Church  will  pay  the 
other  cdsts.  Designed  to  magnify  the 
country  church,  no  funds  will  be  soli¬ 
cited  over  the  radio.  Now  half-time. 
Spring  Creek  Church  has  voted  to  be¬ 
gin  a  full-time  program  on  October  1. 

The  church  has  recently  built  a 
basement  containing  eight  Sunday 
School  rooms  and  a  Sunday  School 
auditorium.  Butane  gas  has  also  been 
Installed.  A  modem  pastor’s  home  has 
recently  been  completed,  with  6  rooms, 
all  modem  conveniences  and  a  spa¬ 
cious  lot.

In  the  annuals  of  the  Woman's  Mis¬ 
sionary  Union  of  Mississippi  no  single 
story  holds  more  interest  or  indicates 
a  nobler  purpose  than  its  concern  with 
Slate  Missions.  Women’s  hearts  have 
ever  been  susceptible  to  the  call ‘of 
need,  and  It  is  not  strange  that  from  its 
very  beginning  this  society  of  women 
should  have  for  its  only  objective  the 
furtherance  of  mission  work.  The  pe¬ 
culiar  tug  of  Foreign  Missions  was 
strong  upon  the  Interest  when  work 
was  first  begun  in  1878,  and  Interest 
in  Home  Missions  lagged  not  far  be¬ 
hind;  neither  could  the  calls  of  need 
at  home  be  denied  and  so  In  the  last 
decade  fo  the  19th  century  we  find 
the  women  diligent  about  their  Fath- 
Fs  business  of  State  Missions.  The 
needs  of  the  state  were  kept  con¬ 
stantly  before  the  women  by  means 
of  wide  distribution  of  literature  and 
by  the  efforts  of  a  state  missionary, 
Mra  Mattie  J.  Nelson.  As  a  result,  the 
minutes  record  that  a  constant  stream 
of  contributions  flowed  Into  the  trea¬ 
sury. 

STATE  MISSION  DAY 
Not  content  with  the  prosaic  plod¬ 
ding  of  day-by-day  effort,  the  officers 
of  WMU  felt  the  need  of  pointing  up 
their  efforts  with  special  emphasis, 
and  so  the  early  1900’s  marked  the 
beginning  of  “State  Mission  Day.”  One 
glimpses  in  the  meagre  minutes  the 
trepidation  with  which  this  innova¬ 
tion  was  begun.  There  is  a  quiet  ex¬ 
ultation  evident  In  the  terse  record¬ 
ing.  “It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the 
inauguration  of  State  Mission  Day  has 
met  with  general  favor  In  our  state. 
Members  of  many  societies  have  ob- 
■erved  it  and  enlarged  contributions 
to  our  state  is  the  result.  The  hearty 
response  with  which  it  has  met  shows 
the  wisdom  of  its  introduction  and 
sssures  us  the  hope  that  it  will  be¬ 
come  a  source  of  large  income  to  our 
State  Board.” 

How  large  a  source  of  Income  it  has 
t*comc  will  be  shown  In  this  article, 
^'rom  the  first,  the  calls  for  help  met 
with  liberal  response.  Whether  it  was 
to  aid  a  church  building  to  rise  again 
trom  its  ashes,  or  to  assist  storm 
*trlcken  areas,  the  response  was  gene¬ 
rous.  In  1905  the  observance  of  State 
Jj*toon  Day  was  rewarded  with 
^uniflcent  gifts  to  the  work.”  and 
next  year  the  women  were  urged 
t®  remember  that  "the  obUgatlon 
jjests  upon  us  to  lay  the  foundation 

and  broad  and  build  solidly  and 
wisely.” 

STATE  MISSION  BOARD 
Manifestation  of  their  wisdom  is 
*^|^nced  in  the  fact  that  always  the

We  are  glad  to  record  the  annual 
growth  In  the  observance  of  this  day 
and  the  increased  contribution  which 
it  brings  Into  the  Lord's  treasury.’ 

From  the  very  beginning  the  women 
had  this  sense  of  being  an  integral 
part  of  State  Missions  and  never  was 
there  any  Indication  of  their  desire  to 
make  of  their  offerings  to  State  Mis¬ 
sions  something  separate  and  apart. 

Rather,  they  sought  only  to  Implement 
the  State  Board  in  its  efforts  to  meet 
the  increasing  needs  of  those  within 
the  borders  of  our  state.  The  1910  min¬ 
utes  record  that  the  “munificent 
amount”  of  $2,000  had  been  given  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  State  Board.  In 
the  light  of  today’s  gifts  this  seems 
a  paltry  sum,  yet  the  per  capita  gifts 
probably  would  compare  favorably 
with  today’s  offerings.  That  these  wo¬ 
men  recognised  the  task  before  the 
State  Board  is  evidenced  in  their  cog¬ 
nisance  of  the  “base  destitution  with¬ 
in  our  borders,  our  growing  popula¬ 
tion  and  the  constant  influx  of  vast 
numbers  who  are  coming  to  make  their 
homes  In  our  state,  making  it  impera¬ 
tive  that  they  shall  hear  the  gospel  COATS  CHURCH,  SIMPSON 
and  enjoy  the  privileges  of  a  well 
organized  church  home.  Such  an  ideal 
is  to  be  realised  by  an  imtiring  devo¬ 
tion  and  self-sacrificing  effort  in  the 
work  of  our  State  Board.  .  .  Our  Bap¬ 
tist  women  are  a  helpful  agency  aiui 
an  assured  support  in  meeting  the 
needs  of  this  work." 

The  period  of  1909  -  1914  is  recog¬ 
nized  by  economists  as  the  period 
showing  the  best  economic  balance  be- 
,  tween  industry,  labor,  and  agricul¬ 
ture  which  may  account,  to  some  ex¬ 
tent,  for  the  fact  that  the  1941  min¬ 
utes  record  the  belief  that  a  new  day 
was  dawning  for  State  Missions  In 
this  agricultural  state.  The  five  years 
preceding  this  had  shown  more  pro¬ 
gress  than  the  twenty  previous  years, 
but  the  leaders  were  still  keenly  con¬ 
scious  of  the  task  ahead  and  of  the 
fact  that  the  work  was  still  the  ac¬ 
complishment  of  a  few,  while  the 
many  remained  unenllsted.

Enter  te  the  king  one  Ebed-Meleeh 
to  plead  for  the  poor  old  prophet 
standing  half -leg  deep  in  the  mire, 
slowly  dying.  And  what  a  plea  the 
Ethiopean  eunuch  made  to  the  king 
for  the  prophet!  It  must  have  been 
made  with  great  power  to  lead  the 
king  to  reverse  the  coarse  of  action 
be  bad  consented  to  at  the  request 
of  Jeremiah’s  enemies.  So  powerful¬ 
ly  did  the  eunuch  plead  that  the 
king  reversed  bimoelf  and  gave 
order  to  the  Ethiopean  to  reecue  the 
prophet. 

What  do  you  suppose  the  prophet 
would  be  thinking  all  this  weary  while 
down  In  his  dark  prison,  apparently 
forsaken  of  God  and  man?  Do  yon 
suppose  his  faith  faltered  at  all?  Do 
you  suppose  he  thought.  "Well,  this 
Is  It!  If  Ood  will,  He  can  save  me 
even  now:  If  he  will  not,  that  Is  Rls 
affair,  for  I  have  done  what  He  said, 
and  there’s  an  end  of  my  responsibil¬ 
ity”.  Or  would  he  say,  T  harkened 
the  voice  of  Ood  and  told  my  people 
the  truth.  That  Is  all  I  could  do,  and 
you  see  what  I  get,  now  my  task  Is 
done!

18-13)  This 
black  eunneb,  if  black  be  was,  had 
got  the  esnaent  of  the  king  to  take 
the  number  of-  men  necessary  to 
the  rescue  of  the  old  preacher  and. 
bring  him  out  of  his  prison.  See  the 
pains  the  ennnch  took  to  forestall 
too  great  suffering  upon  the  part  of 
the  prophet.  Gave  him  a  lot  of  old 
rags  to  place  nnder  bis  arms  so  the 
ropes  by  which  be  was  to  be  lifted 
would  not  too  badly  cut  him  as  the 
rescuers  sought  to  poll  him  up  out 
of  the  sticky  mud.  And  so  Jeremiah 
was  saved  from  death  in  the  mnddy 
elstem.
